The Office of Price Administration 
said m otorists could use one coupon 
of their ration book to get fuel for 
"emergency ase” but gave no defini­ 
tion of "emergency" nor how' it was 
intended to keep m otorists from 
using single coupons at different 
filling stations. 
At the time the OPA order 
was issued President Roosevelt, 
telling his press conference he 
had not yet seen the regulation, 
said the prospective suspension 
of all "A** cards would he tem­ 
porary and possibly for only a 
few days. 
The OPA notice made no m ention 
of suspension of "A" cards, which 
had been reported under considera­ 
tion last night a t tense conferences 
of OPA and W ar Petroleum Ad­ 
m inistration officials, but IK) ex­ 
planation was immediately available 
for possible 
future plans or the 
exact time involved. W estern Penn­ 
sylvania also was affected by the 
ruling. 
The new regulation was Lssued, 
spokesmen of the OPA said, to 
stop a run on filling stations. 
It will be replaced shortly—pos­ 
sibly later today—by a less dras­ 
tic order. 
The OPA spokesman, declining 
to be quoted by name, said the new 
order m ight put new curtailm ents 
only on A ration book holders. 


Up to 2 o'clock this afternoon 
the local War Price and Ration­ 
ing Board office had received no 
information on the new ruling 
on gasoline sales. 


The order did not apply to gaso­ 
line already in the tank of an auto­ 
mobile. but government officials al­ 
ready had issued a plea that m otor­ 
ists not drive except where abso­ 
lutely essential. 
The OPA estim ated th a t about 
7.000,000 vehicles in the east soon 
would be w ithout gasoline if the new 
regulation rem ained in effect long.

motorists in 16 eastern states 
are entitled to purchase three
